Cumberland, Aug. 23 (AP).-—Sen­ 
tenced to serve eighteen months in 
the house of correction for accepting 
deposits in a bank he knew to be in­ 
solvent, State Senator Emory L. Cob- 
lentz, of Frederick, late Monday 
through his attorneys gave notice of 
intention to carry his case to the 
court of appeals. 
His bond of $2,500 was continued. 
Announcement of the decision to 
appeal came after the three judges 
who sat in the case declined to re­ 
duce the sentence of the president 
of the closed Central Trust company 
of Maryland. David A. Robb, of 
Cumberland, a member of the de­ 
fense counsel, had argued there was 
no moral turpitude, and Coblentz 
was the “vistim of an unfortunate 
chain of circumstances.” 
His “Conscience” Clear 
Coblentz issued a statement In 
which he asserted his conscience was 
‘•absolutely clear,” and added that 
‘‘‘the record in this case speaks un­ 
mistakably of my honesty of purpose 
and rectitude of intention, in that 
not a single dollar of the depositors’ 
money has been misappropriated, 
and there has been no personal pe­ 
cuniary profit or advantage to me.” 
With the sentencing of Coblentz, 
Monday, another phase in develop­ 
ments following the closing of the 
Central Trust 
company and 
its 
eleven branches September 3, 1931, 
was brought to an end. 
Trial Consumed Month 
The trial, which started in May, 
consumed almost a month, and it 
was another month before the three 
Judges sitting in the case announced 
they had found Cohlentz guilty on 
the count of accepting a deposit In 
the Ellicott City branch the day be­ 
fore the chain collapsed. The pass­ 
ing of sentence then was deferred to 
permit attorneys for Coblentz to 
make their appeal for a new trial. 
In announcing the decision of the 
court 
Monday 
afternoon, 
Chief 
Judge D. Lindley Sloan said: 
“The statute under which the de 
fendant was indicted leaves the 
court very little latitude, the only 
alternative being either confinement 
in the penitentiary of the state of 
Maryland or in the house of correc 
tion or in Jail. The purpose of the 
statute is for the protection of a 
large body of the citizens of our 
state from losses by reason of im­ 
proper or unwise conduct of bank 
affairs.

Sheppard, without giving his own 
views, said sentences for violations 
over the country vary and a visiting 
jurist must first be 
advised of the 
sentiment in the community if he is 
to follow practices of that district.

liquor. 
Judge Sheppard asked Al­ 
bert Bagshaw, assistant district at­ 
torney .the policy in this district, 
and when Mr. Bagshaw hesitated, 
the court said:

York they have what is called ‘bar­ 
gain days.’

“Akron” Accident Does Little 
Harm, Commander 
Dresel Says. 


Lakehurst, N. Y., Aug. 23 (AP)— 
Commander Alger H. Dresel, com­ 
mander of the navy dirigible “Ak­ 
ron," said today that the damage 
to the dirigible in an accident last 
night was “not very great,” and in 
all probability the necessary repairs 
could be made at the air station.

—The imposition of death sentencess 
on five followers of Adolf Hitler in 
the killing of a communist Monday 
led to a courtroom riot and a tense 
situation in

town. 
Although the men were defended 
by the personal attorney of the na­ 
tional socialist chieftain, they were 
convicted 
and 
received 
the first 
death sentences meted out by Ger­ 
many’s new “speed” courts operat­ 
ing under an emergency decree de­ 
signed to stamp out political vio­ 
lence. 
Police Quell Demonstration 
Led by Edmund Heines, a fascist 
member of the reichstag, sympa­ 
thizers with the defendants instigat­ 
ed an uproar in the courtroom and 
were quelled only by the action of 
police in employing their carbines 
and clubs. 
As news of the sentences spread 
angry crowds began to gather about 
the courthouse and the firing of 
guns was heard distinctly several 
times. 
Demonstrations occurred at 
several other points in the town and 
the windows of Jewish stores and 1 
socialist newspapers were smashed 
by the rioters. 
Heines, who once served a two 
year sentence for a political slaying, 
addressed the masses on the square 
facing the courthouse after the ver­ 
dicts were pronounced and admon­ 
ished them to maintain discipline 
and avoid unnecessary shedding of 
blood. He organized the departure 
of a considerable detachment of 
storm troops and they left town in 
trucks bearing the nazi eagle and 
swastika emblems. 
Tonight steel-helmeted police with 
rifles unslung for action were parol­ 
ing the streets, especially in the 
neighborhood of the courthouse, but 
there were no further disturbances 
up to a late hour. Many offenders 
had been arrested, but there were no 
known casualties. 
It was hinted in national socialist 
circles that the government, fearing 
serious trouble, would propose that 
President von Hindenburg commute 
the penalties to life imprisonment. 
Should the defendants actually be 
executed, 
political 
observers pre­ 
dicted, the smoldering fires of ani­ 
mosity among the national socialists, 
the communists and the republicans 
might burst into a far-reaching 
blaze since the fascist obviously are 
waiting for action.

December of the sam e year d e ­ 
livered the now famous oration

ator of the highest rank. 
Returns To Washington 
In 1822 he was re-elected to con­ 
gress, where he soon established 
him self as a leader in th e house 
and during the six years he served, 
took p art in debates on all great 
questions

always 
conservative, 
but with 
unequaled 
brilliance. 
Soon after, in 1828, W ebster was 
chosen to represent 
his state 
in 
th e U nited 
States senate,

was on January 26, 1830. th a t he 
delivered

making his argum ent for 
th e constitution and the preserva­

K reuger tore down several old 
buildings 
in 
Norrmalmstorg, 
a 
square in the heart of the city, to 
m ake room for the new building. 
He refused a request of the city to 
build elsewhere so the square could 
be enlarged.

Berlin (AP).—Once an Austrian 
paper hanger, now the kingpin from 
which the political 
pendulum of 
Germ an sways—th a t is Adolf Hitler. 
Of a piece with these extrem es is 
the man himself, for seemingly he 
contradicts, in m any personal char­ 
acteristics. the policies he advocates. 
He calls for a proud people, strong 
in their own m ight, firm ly m aintain­ 
ing the will to power which was the 
dominating force of the Prussian 
junkers, ruling class of pre-w ar im­ 
perial Germany. 
Not Always Severe 
Yet he is no junker except in 
speech, no dom ineering force except 
when swaying a crowd by the magic 
of inborn oratory, 
In inner councils of his party, it 
is related, he achieves his ends not 
by imposing an iron will upon his 
advisers and subordinates, but by 
playing upon their and his own emo­ 
tions. 
Instead of pronouncing edicts im­ 
passively, he begs and pleads and 
even, 
upon occasion, 
bursts into 
tears. 
Yet in sheer physical courage he 
measures up to the standard which 
he has set before the nation. In the 
war he was gassed and wounded and 
decorated for bravery. In the early 
days of his political m ovem ent he 
waded almost Joyfully into the thick 
of the hand to hand encounters that 
m arked the beginning of his party. 
Failed a t Art 
Born in Austria 43 years ago, he 
tried first to become an artist, but 
couldn’t pass the entrance require­ 
m ents of an a rt school. 
So he be­ 
came a woodwork painter and wall­ 
paper hanger in M unich. 
W hen Hitler cam e out of the world 
war he im m ediately began preach­ 
ing a return to m ilitaristic muss 
mobilization as the only sure way 
to restore the old tim e glory to G er­ 
many. 
He has been a t the job ever 
since.

Governor Olson Backs Strike 
In M innesota Governor Floyd B 
Olson declared his willingness to 
join governors of other states in a 
plan, "even m artial law,” to stop 
farm m arketing until prices rise 
Successful 
In 
curbing all truck 
shipm ents in Sioux City, leaders of 
the strike turned their attention to 
the natio n ’s second largest live­ 
stock m arket and set up a barricade 
across the two m ain highways from 
Iowa into O m aha. 
To Hold Up Idaho Wheat 
More th an 400 farm ers near Lewis­ 
ton, Idaho, agreed not to sell any 
of their 5.000,000 bushels of w heat 
for sixty days except at a profit. 
In South Dakota, a state-w ide 
meeting of state officials was called 
to determ ine th eir sentim ent re ­ 
garding inauguration of a strike in 
th at state. 
Farm ers gathered 
in 
Le 
Mars, 
Cherokee. 
Boone 
and other Iowa 
cities to plan further extensions of 
their cam paign and to demand th a t I 
creameries, 
produce 
houses 
and 
other m arkets be closed during the 
holiday period, or until they get 
better prices. 
Parade Through 3 Counties 
Five hundred fanners of Cherokee 
and Plym outh counties, in N orth­ 
east Iowa, m et on the county line 
and then 
paraded 
through 
three 
counties and eleven towns near here, 
At Sioux C enter they plan a giant 
meeting to recruit others to their 
cause. 
Strikers reestablished picket lines 
on all roads into Spencer, Iowa. No 
trucks, wagons or automobiles bear­ 
ing farm goods were allowed to 
enter. 
There as in other places, law -en­ 
forcem ent officials said they were 
powerless to interfere. 
Federal Action Intimated 
Possibility th a t the United States 
governm ent m ight take action was 
foreseen by A ssistant United States 
Attorney A. O Epperson at Om aha. 
He said intervention might on the 
grounds the farm ers have "entered 
a conspiracy in restraint of in ter­ 
state com m erce by hindering, d e­ 
laying or preventing shipm ents.” He 
said 
the 
farm ers 
also 
m ight be 
charged w ith operating a com bina­ 
tion in restrain t of interstate com ­ 
merce.
